Virginia Green participants self-
certify that these activities are in place, and they provide additional specifics on other activities. Visitorsto the Hilton
Virginia Beach can expect the following green practices:

M Optional Linen Service. Virginia Green Lodging facilities must have some sort of system in place that
allows guests to not have their sheets and towels changed every day.
- House cleaners are trained on process of optional linen service
- Non-phosphate, non-toxic, and biodegradable laundry detergents.

M Recycling and Waste Reduction. Virginia Green Lodging facilities must provide guests the opportunity
to recycle during their stay. Recycling should be highly visible to guests with clear signage. Participants are
encouraged to have a comprehensive recycling program, subject to market availability, etc.

- Recycling Glass, Aluminum Cans, Plastic Bottles, Toner Cartridges, Newspapers, & Packing
Supplies.

- Recycling fryer grease.

- Instruct housekeeping to save and reuse unopened items

- Usedishware and glassware instead of disposables

- Optional free papers; not automatically delivered to the room

- Implement effective food inventory system to minimize waste

- Purchase locally-grown produce and other foods

- Eliminate use of aerosols

- Effective system of hazardous waste management and storage

- Integrated pest management plan in place.

|ZI Water Conservation. The facility must have a plan for conserving water that should consider

plumbing modifications and landscaping.
- Tracking overal water usage
- Preventative maintenance of drips and leaks
- Low flow toilets and low flow restrictors on faucets and showerheads.




|Zl Energy Conservation. The facility must have a plan in place that encourages replacement of lighting and equipment
to energy-efficient alternatives.
- High efficiency HVAC using natural gas and centrifugal chillers with individual thermostats for each
room

- Usehigh efficiency compact fluorescent light bulbs in rooms and spotlights.

|Zl Green Events Package. The facility must offer a“green” or “environmentally-friendly” package for conferences,
meetings and other events. Even if the facility only offers occasional, small events, at |east recycling will be provided.
